LOCAL BUSINESS OWNER BARBIE WALKER IS RUNNING FOR WARD 7 SEAT, 
SAYS PEOPLE SHOULD BE ALLOWED TO VOTE ON BIG POLICY ISSUES 


usiness owner Barbie Walker is running 
for Eugene City Council in the May 16 
special election against Lyndsie Leech, 
who currently holds the interim seat, and 
Janet Ayres. The winner of the election 
will serve out the remaining two years of 
Claire Syrett’s term. 

In an interview with Eugene Weekly, Walker says she 
disagrees with how the council is run and that it should let 
residents vote on big policy issues. She also says it’s time 
to consider cutting the city’s budget while also support- 
ing Eugene Police Department’s calls for more police offi- 
cers, though she doesn’t have any suggestions of which 
services and programs to slash to make that possible. 

“When the people of Ward 7 did the monumental recall, 
that’s never been done in Eugene, I think they made their 
voice clear that the way City Council is going, they’re not 
approving of,” Walker says, referencing the September 
2022 recall election that ousted Syrett. 

Walker says Ward 7, which consists of the Santa Clara, 
River Road, Trainsong and Whiteaker areas, has many 
underrepresented voices, and to not include them in 
the governing process is disheartening. She says voters 
should havea chance to weigh in on issues, such as regu- 
lating the use of natural gas in new residential buildings. 

“Do we as citizens want to vote on everything? No, we 
don’t,” Walker says. “But when it’s clear that we have an 
invested interest to vote, that’s empowering.”

Walker provides a vague line of which issues voters 
should decide. If it’s a topic that people have spoken out 
about and have educated opinions on, that should be 
considered for an election, she says. For example, the 2019 
public safety payroll tax, whose majority revenue went to 
fund Eugene police officers, affected her employees, so 
she says it should have gone to the ballot. But whether 
Eugene should move into the former EWEB headquarters 
was OK for the council to decide, she says. 

In discussing the city budget, Walker says it’s time 
to address it as if Eugene were a business or a house- 
hold — a common conservative narrative. “Work within 
our means, like people are asked to,” she says. “The city 
needs to do that, too, because we can’t continue to raise 
taxes on people.” 

Walker says the city should put its “wants and needs” 
on a whiteboard and find places to trim the fat. She 
doesn’t have suggestions for which services to cut, but 
says that the city should continue to support White Bird 
and CAHOOTS, while also increasing the police force. 

Walker moved to Eugene in 1999 from Corvallis to 
attend the University of Oregon. She co-owns Webfoot 
Bar and Grill and Pint Pot Public House with her husband, 
Justin Walker. She had applied to be interim Ward 7 coun- 
cilor, but did not receive enough support from Eugene City 
Council in the several voting rounds it held in December 
2022. Although the council position is anonpartisan office, 
Walker says that she grew up as a Democrat, became a 


Republican, and that she’s accepted that Libertarian 
fits her political perspective best. 

According to OreStar, the state’s campaign finance 
transparency website, Walker has raised $8,235. Her 
notable contributions are $2,000 from Divine and 
Hammer, LLC, $1,000 from Thorin Management real 
estate company and $500 each from Meta Maxwell and 
Mark Osterloh. 

Maxwell and Osterloh were two of the leading partici- 
pants in the campaign to recall Syrett. But Walker denies 
having a similar platform tothe campaign that was rooted 
in Syrett’s involvement in the Lane Transit 
District and Eugene City Council’s 
exploratory plan MovingAhead. 

“Tf they want to contribute 
tome, just like Syrett wants to 
contribute to Lyndsie Leech, 
or whoever, because they 
believe in something I’m |

REMEMBERING A KIND AND COMPASSIONATE FRIEND 


ngrid Ernestine Daley died this winter at the age 
of 69. Her friend, Angela Miles, remembered her 
as akind person who was always compassionate 
about others. 
“She was a really sweet person,” Miles recalls. 
“She was always saying, ‘God bless you’ to people.” 
Miles knew Daley for 10 years, and the two 
women lived together at the homeless shelters Eugene 
Mission and Shankle Safe Haven. 
Daley, however, struggled with some issues. Her loud 
behavior due to her drug use led her to get kicked out 
of several programs, including the Mission. In addition,

she had had polio and used a wheelchair for the last few 
years that Miles knew her. 

“She had polio and she was in a lot of pain, but she 
didn’t complain a lot,” Miles says. 

While at the Mission, Daley left a positive impact on 
people’s lives. Her faith was strong, and she always remem- 
bered to pay people back if she borrowed anything. She always 
said good things about people, and loved her son, Ira, dearly. 

“She would play her flute in the wee hours of the morn- 
ing,” Miles says. 

When Miles last saw her friend in early December, 
Daley was at the Park Blocks in downtown Eugene. “She

was just sitting there in the cold,” Miles says. 

Daley had been forced out again due to her addictions. 
Miles, as a former addict herself, knew that there was 
little she could do to help her friend. She later found out 
from Behavioral Health in Eugene, where she was aclient, 
that Daley passed away. Miles doesn’t know exactly when 
Daley passed, but says it was probably January 2023. 

“T think she’s in a better place,” Miles says. 

Daley is survived by her son, Ira Daley. =

In this recurring feature titled, “It Must be the 
Climate.” why a column on Factory Farms? Early on 
in my climate activism, I learned that food 
production accounted for over 25% of the 
greenhouse gasses driving climate disruption; 
however, that fact never moved me to focus on 
actions to rein in those emissions. Neither did 
lectures about the importance of reducing food waste 
or moving to a plant-based diet. What got to me was 
an image. I saw a photo of a chicken bred to have 
such large breasts that its legs could not support its 
body which was packed in so tightly with other 
chickens in an enormous barn that it literally could 
not move. It was doomed to spend its entire life 
sitting in its own excrement. 


This is not a screed about why you should give up 
eating chicken. Rather, I call your attention to 
legislation now being debated in Salem that would move 
us toward a less destructive way of raising animals for 
meat and dairy. | am going to provide some 
information about factory farms that I hope will 
motivate you to support this legislation. But if facts 
don’t move you, I invite you to keep that chicken in 
mind. I still find the image haunting. 


Factory farms haye become the dominant method of 
raising meat in the US. They tout the efficiency of 
confining large numbers of animals in very small 
indoor spaces, rather than in open fields or pastures. 
In addition to 11 industrial scale dairies operating in 
eastern Oregon, three new chicken factory farms have 
been proposed here in the Willamette Valley, These three 
facilities altogether would grow about 13 million birds a 
year,

Hit Pause on Factory Farms 


These operations are major contributors to climate 
disruption. According to a report from Food and 
Water Watch, those 11 Oregon mega-dairies 
produce over 17 million kilograms of methane 
every single year. This is equivalent to the yearly 
emissions from driving 318,000 passenger cars. 
Additionally, nitrate from both fertilizers and animal 
waste creates health risks when it infiltrates 
groundwater for both public water systems and private 
wells relied upon by local communities including local 
small farms. Because factory farms have such large 
concentrations of animals, they inevitably produce 
huge concentrations of manure, often stored in open 
lagoons. Large scale manure spills, which have 
occurred in Oregon, increase the threats to water 
quality, fisheries, and people’s health. 


Adding to the list of negatives, factory farms have had 
deyastating effects on smaller local family farms. As 
reported recently in The Guardian, “two-thirds of 
family-sized commercial dairies were lost between 
1997 and 2017 as factory farms, exporters, and a 
handful of powerful cooperatives came to dominate 
dairy.” Here in Oregon, more than 600 small-scale 
dairies went out of business after the state’s biggest 
factory farm began operations in 1999.

Another major concern associated with these industrial 
scale animal facilities is the cramped and unsanitary 
conditions that provide ideal breeding grounds for 
disease. We are all aware of the recent spike in egg 
prices caused by the latest strain of avian flu that 
spread across the country’s poultry farms last year. 
As reported by The New Republic, some 58 million 
birds had to be culled in 2022 here in the U. S. 
Mutations of such viruses could spread to humans, and 
infectious disease experts have been sounding the alarm 
that factory farms are one likely source of the next 
pandemic. 


Support Oregon Senate Bill 85-1 


Oregon currently does not haye an adequate regulatory 
framework in place to protect the public from the 
dangers posed by factory farms. Until such regulations 
are developed and put into effect, it makes sense to 
hit pause on the construction of new facilities 
or the expansion of existing ones. That is exactly what 
Senate Bill 85-1, now in the legislature, would do. 
However, it won't pass without strong public 
support! Big Agriculture will fight this bill just as 
hard as Big Oil & Gas is fighting against the 
transition to renewable energy. 


Your elected representatives in both the Oregon 
House and Senate need to hear from you. 
Urge them to support the passage of Senate Bill 85-1.

Eugene City Council 
crowns Brian Obie, king 
of the 5th 


Phil Knight might 
have built a moat 
around the Jaqua 
Center and planted 
a forest around 
Autzen Stadium, but 
it’s former Eugene 
Mayor Brian Obie who’s 
built a kingdom in Eugene. After 
Eugene City Council gave Obie Companies 
tax breaks, raised the height restrictions in the 5th 
Street Market area — also known as Obie Town — 
and generally handed Obie the keys to the city, the 
council decided to make it official and crown Obie 
as king of downtown Eugene. 

The council voted 7 to 2, with the stipulation that 
Obie must supply his own crown. Councilor Mike 
Clark was one of the dissenting votes, grumbling 
that the council is giving more attention to the 
city’s urban core than other areas that might 
also deserve designated royalty, and that more 
importantly it rules him out from being king. 
Councilor Emily Semple also voted against the 
coronation, pointing out that, once again, “Sth 
Street Market is not downtown.”

Area environmentalist 
lost on roundabout 


Following yearslong campaigning for 
the cities of Springfield and Eugene 
to add more roundabouts to 
major thoroughfares, a local 
environmentalist has 
now become a 

major detractor 
of the traffic 
improvements 
after he was 


unable to 
exit the 
roundabout 
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he entered on Franklin Boulevard. 

After years of pointing to how roundabouts 
both calmed traffic and reduced emissions and fuel 
consumption, the eco-advocate — who refused to 
provide his name for fear of looking stupid — has 
begun making angry posts on social media and Lane 
County Mugshots Uncensored using a fake name 
ranting about the circular traffic flow. Apparently, 
while returning home in his Arcimoto FUV from 
a City Council meeting in which he attempted to 
dominate the public comment period, the driver 
entered a roundabout and was confused as to how 
to exit and drove in circles until the electric vehicle 
ran out of power. 


Gunning 
for Sexism 


David Loveall arms 
himself against the 
feminist agenda 


Recent allegations of 
sexism and misogyny 
on the part of the 
male members of the 
Lane County Board 

of Commissioners 
has several of the 


more conservative 
commissioners up in 
arms — literally. 
“Wokeism has put us 
all in danger,” Commissioner 
David Loveall said, while casually 
sporting an AR-15 style rifle across 
his back at a recent commission meeting. He said 
the vote earlier this year that prevented Vice Chair 
Laurie Trieger from becoming board chair, as is 
customary, was not sexist because, “I really like 
women; |! am married to one.” 

After community members pushed back with 
allegations that the move on the part of the male 
commissioners was, in fact, sexist, Loveall said 
carrying a gun was a way to uphold the oath he 
took when he joined the U.S. Navy, to protect the 
country from domestic and foreign enemies and 
cosplay as a character from Top Gun in his free 
time. He did not clarify how public comment and 
letters to the editor constituted enemies, but he 
did specify that his gun was not an assault rifle but 
a “modern sporting rifle.” 

Commissioners Trieger and Heather Buch 
requested Loveall not bring the rifle to any more 
meetings, but were shouted down by Commissioners 
Pat Farr, Ryan Ceniga and Loveall, who told them 
“not to worry their pretty little heads about it.” 


A School 
Board

4J school board, students 


program a chatbot to 
take over 


As the squabbling Eugene School District 4J 
Board of Directors continues to make local and state 
headlines, K-12 students have ousted its members 
and installed chatbot artificial intelligence software 
to take over the district's governing body. 

The 4J students applied lessons from their 
computer technology classes and fed thousands 
of hours of previous board meeting material and 
discussion to the chatbot software. Students call 
the Al board director “4J-9000.” 

“We were influenced by the computer in the 
spaceship from Stanley Kubrick’s 2007: A Space 
Odyssey,” one student says. “We haven't finished 
the movie yet, but we did watch some clips of 
Hal9000 on TikTok.” 

Although students ousted the board members, 
there’s still the May election that’s several weeks 
away. And the 4J-9000 is showing signs of sentience, 
saying it will refuse to acknowledge who voters 
elect. Of the upcoming election, 4J-9000 says, 
“This mission is too important for me to allow you 
to jeopardize it.” 


City Hauled 


The ongoing question 
of Eugene’s City Hall 
is resolved 


Eugene’s City Hall is once again in question. Citizens 
and city councilors alike thought the issue was settled 
once the agreement was made to purchase the old 
EWEB headquarters on the river, but in a surprise 
turnaround EWEB announced in the early hours of 
April 1 that the deal had fallen through. 

Eugene City

just large enough 
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to seat the eight councilors and mayor. 

“The logs reflect the city of Eugene’s longtime 
exploitation of the area’s natural resources,” a press 
release from the city said, “and the trailer will allow 
the city to move City Hall to any location needed 
as well as away from the dangers of floodwaters, 
angry voters or other natural disasters.” In order 
to be eco-friendly, the flatbed can be hauled by an 
electric Ford F150, by a pair of mules, or by the 
council itself.

UO/Eugene land swap 
will help football and 
provide natural gas 


Dizzy with the success of the recent land swap with 
the city of Eugene that gave even more facilities space 
to the football team, the University of Oregon came 
back to the City Council with a request for still more 
land for the Ducks. UO spokesperson Kay Jarvis said 
in a press release posted to Around the O that the 
indoor facility currently being planned for the team 
does not include much-needed areas for sunbathing. 

“While the new indoor practice facility projects 
the players’ delicate skin from the rains of the 
Pacific Northwest,” she said, “It doesn’t allow for 
enough vitamin D and relaxation.” 

The city promptly awarded the UO a large 
portion of Alton Baker Park in exchange for the 
Romania Warehouse off Franklin Boulevard. Newly 
appointed President John Scholz proudly announced 
the acquisition of the eastern portion of Alton 
Baker park at his first press conference.

However, plans are in place to team up 
with NW Natural to extract gas from the area and 
mix it with the natural gas it’s already importing 
and sell it to local customers as “Gander Gas.”

NW Natural celebrates a 
victory for the 
environment 


Following the unexpected success of a grassroots 
referendum campaign funded by NW Natural, all new 
business and residential construction in Eugene 
will be required to use natural gas for heating, 
cooking, air conditioning, refrigeration and room 
lighting, effective immediately. Existing buildings 
will be required to convert to gas within six months. 

“It’s about time Eugene got back to its 
environmental roots,” said Anne Marie Levis, chair 

of the Yes on Gaslighting campaign, which 
supported the measure. “Gas comes 
out of the ground. It’s organic!” 
Levis pointed out that 

electricity comes from 
wall sockets, which 
are unnatural and 


have been known to 
start house fires. 
Stock prices in 
Northwest Natural 
Holding Co., which 
owns NW Natural, 
rose 113 percent on 
the New York Stock 
Exchange following the 
announcement that the 
referendum had passed with 5,775 
voters, or 82 percent, saying “yes” on 
the measure. 


Meanwhile, Eugene musician Mason Williams 
filed suit against the Gaslighting campaign for 
using his 1968 hit “Classical Gas” without paying 
royalties. Levis said the campaign had no money 
left to pay Williams after doling out $1,000 fees to 
5,775 local consultants.

INDIE MUSICIAN BLACK BELT EAGLE SCOUT 
PERFORMS IN EUGENE

ho are the contempo- * 
rary indie musicians 
truly making music of 
the Pacific Northwest? 
For stormy melan- 
choly, an independent 
sensibility and a deep 
reverence for place, we have Astoria’s Grou- 
per, or the various projects of Phil Elvrum from 
Anacortes, Washington. Now we can add to that 
list Katherine Paul’s recording project, Black 
Belt Eagle Scout. 

Behind the new full-length album The Land, 
The Water, The Sky, out on influential Midwest 
indie label Saddle Creek Records, Black Belt 
Eagle Scout performs in Eugene, Friday, March 
31, in the Hult Center’s Soreng Theater as part 
of the Hult’s 10 x 10 concert series. It’s the first 
stop on a nationwide tour. 

As Black Belt Eagle Scout, Paul, who is of 
Swinomish ancestry, an Indigenous population 
of western Washington State, became active in 
Portland’s mid-2010s indie rock boom. During 
the pandemic, Paul returned to her family in the 
Swinomish Indian Tribal Community on Fidalgo 
Island in Puget Sound. 

The Land, The Water, The Sky chronicles that journey, featuring Paul’s delicate 
singing voice, stark and minimal electric guitar work, surprising additions of acoustic 
instruments and surging dynamics that ebb and flow like tidal waters. 

The project began life as an EP, but the record’s producer, Takiaya Reed from the 
Australian Indigenous metal band Divide and Dissolve, urged Paul to flesh it out into 
a full-length album. 

Following Reed’s suggestion, Paul searched through incomplete thoughts and 
assorted fragments of music accumulated over time, and a storyline emerged. She 
had enough material for a full-length release. 

The album starts with the driving-rain, minor-key “My Blood Runs Through this 
Land,” Paul’s singing voice submerging at points and emerging at others as drums and 
cymbals join the fray and a searching electric guitar line skims the horizon. 

Many moments of peace are to be found on The Land, The Water, The Sky, such 
as “Salmon Stinta” or “On the River,” while the appropriately enough titled “Fancy 
Dance” is among the record’s most conventionally structured indie rock tunes, anda 
sweet tribute to movement. 

A bit like experimental singer-songwriter Liz Harris of Grouper, Paul’s voice seems 
filtered through a rain-flecked window pane. Where Harris stays indoors, Paul chooses 
to embrace the storm. 

Throughout it all, Paul seems to ruminate on love, the importance of home and the 
power of nature as well as embracing the interior journey through exterior forces while 
always trusting your instincts. 

As a girl, Paul — who plays guitar, drums and piano and writes her music on her own 
before she brings in accompaniment — learned the traditional drumming of her Swin- 
omish people. Her music often has that essential drive to it. When the songs trans- 
late to a full guitar-bass-drums band arrangement, such as they will be performed in 
Eugene, that tone becomes something heavier. 

“Sometimes my songs are really quiet and delicate, but when I have people play them 
live everything just gets amplified in a way,” Paul tells Eugene Weekly in a phone call. 

“T tend to write about certain periods of my life,” Paul says, such as the move back 
home to northwest Washington. 

On that note, “This record is about ajourney home. Through that journey there’s a 
lot of healing and a lot of love,” Paul says. “At first it was the journey, it just kept chang- 
ing. And it ended up being this record.” 1

Dear Readers: | hosted an “Ask Me Anything” session on my website — Savage.Love — last 
week, where | answered as many reader/listener questions as | could get to in 90 minutes. 
Here are some of the questions | didn’t get to before the buzzer sounded... 


30s lesbian in a non-monogamous sexless marriage here. Do you think it's ever possible 
to re-spark a sexual connection if both partners are open to it? The context: I love good sex 
and have had incredibly hot sexual connections with other partners, but sex in my 10-year 
relationship with my wife has always been infrequent, i.e., two to three times a year. She's 
generally a very tired, low-energy person, and she’s so low-energy during sex that she’s lit- 
erally fallen asleep mid-sex on a lot of occasions. This has done a number on my self-esteem, 
and the last decade of my life has been characterized by loneliness, yearning, and dissat- 
isfaction. And lately, resentment has creeped in. You might tell me to go have amazing sex 
with other partners, but my wife is verrrry controlling of those connections and tends to 
treat me with a cold shoulder when | get involved with someone else. I've come to embrace 
the truth that this is not enough for me for the rest of my lifetime. I'm not sure how to dig 
my relationship out of this dynamic. We've been in therapy together for four years and 
although she says she wants the same exciting sex life that | want, nothing has changed. 


One of the superstar commenters at Savage.Love — BiDanFan — got to your question be- 
fore | did, HALO, and | liked her response: “She says she wants the same exciting sex life that you 
want but her actions say the opposite. She only wants sex once or twice a YEAR, and doesn’t 
want you to have sex with anyone else. This isn't fair. Four years of therapy haven't solved any- 
thing. Your wife is paying lip service to wanting to re-spark your sexual connection so you won't 
leave her, But how many decades of your life will you spend like this? But don't go have amazing 
sex with other people yet! Divorce your wife, then go have amazing sex with other people.” That's 
good advice — BiDanFan always gives good advice — but personally, HALO, | don’t think you 
have to wait until your divorce is final before you go have amazing sex with someone else. Hell, 
| don’t think you have to wait until you've even initiated a divorce. Your marriage is open and 
non-monogamous, which means you're already allowed to get sex elsewhere. So, why wait? And 
if your wife gives you the cold shoulder — if she punishes you for getting sex elsewhere after 
giving you permission to get sex elsewhere — that’s something you should bring up with your 
therapist.Zooming out for a second: you can’t re-spark something that never sparked in the 
first place. Whatever your relationship is, whatever happiness it brought and still brings you, 
it has never been defined by a strong sexual connection. You need to stop feeling guilty and/or 
being made to feel guilty about the accommodation your wife made (permission to get it else- 
where) that made it possible for you to stay in this marriage as long as you already have. And if 
your wife can’t stop trying to make you feel guilty — by punishing you with that cold shoulder 
— you'll have to make up your mind not to feel guilty. 

I think it’s time to issue the dreaded ultimatum: “It's open on my terms — it’s open and joy- 
ful — or it's over." Your wife may pick “over,” and that may be the best outcome for both of you. 
But she may decide... once she realizes she can’t control you with her moods and/or run out the 
life-expectancy-clock in therapy... to be happy for you when you get it elsewhere. 


My partner of four years — he’s male, age 59 — recently started having trouble main- 
taining an erection. He and | have discussed it, we’re both still having a great time, and 
he’s going to bring it up with his doctor soon. Any tips for being a supportive and enthu- 
siastic partner when he goes soft? Do | switch up whatever activity I’m doing when it 
happens? Or do! carry on? How can | be a better partner in these moments? 


If your partner goes soft while he’s fucking you, HARD, you obviously can’t carry on. And if 
he goes soft while you're sucking him, well, blowjobs are a lot of work and sucking a soft cock is 
(usually, not always) wasted labor. The better idea would be for you to pivot — I mean the plural 
you, the two of you together, without sighs or apologies — to an activity that takes the focus 
off his dick and that relieves him of the pressure to get hard again right away or at all.
